EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Donald Schurr on December 5'^ 2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 15, line 2, add - - and storing the batch at a temperature below 30°C - - after 
moist batch. 

Claim 27, line 2, add - - and preheating the batch at or above 100°C - - after moist 
batch. 

Claim 19, line 2, change "including" to - - consisting of - -. 
Claim 32, line 2, change "including" to - - consisting of - -. 
Claim 25, line 2, change "ingredients are" to - - is - -. 
Claim 38, line 2, change "ingredients are" to - - is - -. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments are persuasive at showing the distinctness of the instantly 
claimed process over the prior art applied in the previous office action. The arguments 
clarify the teachings of instant claims and of Krinov, and the differences between the 
two batches and storage processes. Therefore, the previously issued grounds of 
rejection are withdrawn. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 15-39 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, either alone or in combination, fails to anticipate or render obvious the 
instantly claimed process for preparing and storing a glass batch. 

The most relevant prior art references found are Krinov (GB 887032) and Davis 
(US 4221568). The difference from instant claims is that Krinov does not teach storing 
the glass batch below 30°C or above 100°C. Davis differs because it does not teach the 
inclusion of a surfactant in the batch and also does not teach storing the batch above 
100°C. The Malarme reference is cited as similar to the Davis method in that it teaches 
storage of a glass batch using a liquid phase but with no surfactant. For the above, 
reasons, the subject matter of the amended instant claims is neither taught nor 
suggested by the prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
